Speed-Up of Airplane Pro- 
duction Ordered; Bald- 
win Hits Interference. 


LONDON, May 21.—(4)—Great 
Britain officially entered the airplane 
manufacturing business tonight. 

Sir Thomas W. H. Inskip, minister 
of defense co-ordination, disclosed to 
the house of commons the government 
was subsidizing extension of private 
automobile factories to speed tip plane 
production for the royal air forces. 

Earlier, the members cheered a 
strong warning from Prime Minister 
Stafiley Baldwin that Great Britain 
would not tolerate foreign interfer-

2. Private automobile firms have 
been told the government will pay for 
new plants or extensions to existing 
plants devoted to manufacture of new 
planes for the nation’s defenses,

Inskip described conservation of 
fool as an important question and 
called on all persons interested in 
storage of commodities to co-operate 
with the defense committee. 

At the same time, the port of Lon- 
don authority announced an improve- 
ment program estimated to cost 12,- 
000.000 pounds ($60,000,000). The 
port statement said 60,000,000 tons 
of shipping entered the lower Thames 
during 1935 while the goods passing 
through the port aggrégated 40.885,-

WASHINGTON, May 21.—(UP)— 
The rebellious senate finance commit- 
tee today scrapped.a proposal to in- 
crease normal income taxes 25 per cent 
in the $803,000,000 revenue bill and 
then accepted a weakened corporate 
profits tax compromise embracing only 
a skeleton of President Roosevelt's 
original plan. 


There was no record vote on the de- 


crease in’ the normal income rate from 
4'to 5 per cent which would have tak- 
en an additional $173,000,000 from 
persons in all walks of life. Chair- 
man Pat Harrison, democrat, Missis- 
sippi, said oppasition in committee to 
such a revision was “substantial.” 


Vote 18 to 1. 


The vote on the corporate tax: com- 
promise was 18 to 1. Senator James 
Couzens, silver-plumed, multi-million- 
aire republican, was the only dissenter. 

Adoption of the compromise was 
forced by a revolting group of con- 
servative democrats led by Senator 
Harry F. Byrd, of Virginia, and re- 
publicans, They rejected flatly the 
more drastic house corporate tax 
scheme, adopted a substitute as the 
basis of negotiations and then agreed 


to a compromise only after administra- 
tion followers threatened to carry the 
fight to the floor. 

There, the rebels explained, they 
feared administration pressure would 
force passage of an even more drastic 
plan. Sharp revisions in the compro- 


mise still may be made in conference 
between the two houses after the sen- 
ate acta.

Paris Terms Expulsion of 
Priest “Unacceptable”;

PARIS, May 21.—(#)—The French 
government termed the expulsion of 
a French priest from Ethiopia by Ital- 
ian forces “inacceptable” tonight and 
a ig gen to Rome seemed likely. 

‘he government likewise refused to 
withdraw troops from  Diredawa, 
Ethiopia, despite an Italian request, 
or to permit railroad shipments of 
Italian supplies. 

Joseph Paul-Boncour, acting for- 
eign minister, called the expulsion 
from Ethiopia of Monsignor Andre 
Jarosseau, 78-year-old head of Roman 
Catholic missions there and “apostle 
of lepers,’ “unacceptable.” 

An authoritative source said a pro- 
test is being withheld until the order 
is officially confirmed. 

Officials also awaited the pope's 
reaction, saying international law re- 
quires the Vatican’s consent for the 
replacement of missionaries.’ 

Monsignor Jarosseau, who has been 
in Ethiopia for 50 years doing much 
work among lepers, was ordered from 
the country yesterday on grounds of 
having made “hostile demonstrations 
against Italy.”

Lee Case Will Reach Jury 
In U. S. District Court Today 


Accused “Earl of Pelham” 


To Make Argument When 


Court Opens This Morning; Assistant District Attor- 
ney Andrews Opens for Government.

A jury that has sat patiently in 
United States district court for ap- 
proximately three weeks sighted land 
yesterday in the government's trial of 
Robert E. 8. Lee, the redoubtable 
“Earl of Pelham,” and William A. 
Smith, on charges of using the mails 
to defraud in the collapse of the 
American Bond and Share Corpora- 
tion and other B. R. Bradley com- 
panies, 

-The trial has reached. the argument 
stage. Yesterday Assistant United 
States Attorney M. Neil Andrews 
used one hour of the prosecution’s 
time and W. George Thomas, arguing 
for Smith, used a half-hour of the de-' 
fense time. 

‘This morning Lee will argue for an 
hour and a half in his own defense 
and United States Attorney Lawrence 
S. Camp will argue for the remaining 
hour of the government’s time. Then, 
Judge Wiliam H. Barrett will charge 
the jury and the speeches and the ob- 
jections will have ended. 

To Jury Today. 

The jury will retire then about 1 
p. m. today to decide the fate of Lee 
and Smith. : 

Neil Andrews, arguing for the gov- 


Pernment yesterday, brought the trial 
down to a human point. 

A blackboard was erected before 
the jury and Andrews walked over 
and wrote down a problem in arith- 
metic to prove that the whole theory 
of the B. R. Bradley organization was 
wrong. 

“Anyone who has_ reached the 
fourth grade in school will recognize 
this,” said Andrews as he stepped 
back from his chalking process. 

Then he borrowed a walking stick 
from J. Murphy Boon, one of the 
jurors, and- using this as a ferrule, 
spoke simply to the jury in third- 
grade language to prove it was im- 
possible for any corporation to op- 
erate as Bradley attempted to operate 
his companies. 

Involved Problem. 

It was a rather involved problem 
that Andrews illustrated for a third- 
grade audience but he worked it out 
to show this: 

Bradley's salesmen were paid, as a 
commission, $6.25 for every $100 they 
brought in. The company charged the 
customer only 8 per cent of the net 


profits.

Agreement Calls for Dis- 
missal Compensation 
Under Co-ordination Act. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.) —

Roosevelt’s approval of tariff in- 
creases averaging 42 per cent on 
cotton textiles of types which re- 
cently have been imported chiefly 
from Japan, the largest importer of 
American cotton in the world. 

The tariff increases marked a 
breakdown in official negotiations 
which had aimed to solve the sit- 
uation by a “gentleman’s agree- 
ment” with Japan whereby that 
country would voluntarily limit ex- 
ports of cloths whose competition 
has antagonized the New England 
textile industry and provoked 
widespread political repercussions. 

What Affected. 

The increases announced today, to 
take effect June 20, are applicable to’ 
bleached, printed, dyed oF colored cot- 
ton cloths containing yarns exceeding 


30 but not exceeding 50, and the rates _ 
are levied on a graduated ad valorem 
basis. 

The cloths on which duties are 
changed constituted about 50 per cent 
of the total cotton eloth yardage im- 
ported in 1935 and about 90 per cent 
of the cotton cloths imported from 
Japan in that year. | 

The increase in rates does not af- 
fect unbleached cloth nor cloth woven 
with eight or more harnesses, or with 
jacquard, lappet, or swivel attach- 
ments. 

The changes in rates were recom- 
mended by the tariff commissicn aft- 
er findings on difference of domestic 
and foreign costs of production under 
Section 336 of the tariff act of 1930.

The method of preparing any pot 
roast is basically the simple process 
of a That, as you know, con- 
sists of Drowning the meat on all 
sides in hot lard, adding a small 
quantity of liquid and seasonings, 
popping on a tight cover, and allow 
the meat to cook very slowly un 
tender, 

This long slow, moist cooking is 
what permits you to use so effectively 
the less-tender cuts, for it softens the 
connective tissue until the meat is 
tender. 

The chuck or rump of beef are al- 
ways good.cuts to use, and you may 
ask the market man to bone and roll 
them for you, if you like, for easy 
rig The meat must be fairly 
thick for superlative results, so the 
piece may weight anywhere from 3 
to 6 pounds. 

Many Variations. 

Although the method remains the 
same for all pot roasts, there are 
really dozens of excellent variations 
upon the themes of the liquid to be 
added, the seasoning, and the addi- 
tion of accompanying vegetables.

Fruit Salad Dressing. 

Four tablespoons sugar, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 11-2 tablespoons flour, 1 egg, 
1-2 cup yaar juice, 1-4 cup or- 
ange juice, tablespoons vinegar. 

Mix in order named and blend thor- 
oughly after adding each ingredient. 
Cook over hot water, stirring con- 
stantly until thick, add 1 tablespoon 
butter, blend thoroughly, cool it and 
you have a wonderful cooked dressing. 

Salmon Salad. 

Two and a half cups cold salmon, 
11-2 cups celery (cut in pieces), 12 
gherkins, 3 tablespoons lemon juice, 
1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-2 teaspoon pap- 
rika, mayonnaise. 

Flake the salmon, discarding skin 
and bones. Add celery, lemon juice, 
salt and paprika. Stand in refriger- 
ator to chill. Mix with enough may- 
onnaise to moisten well. Serve on an 
crisp salad greens and garnish wit 
the gherkins. 

Jellied Vegetable Ring. 

One tablespoon gelatine, 3 table- 
spoons vinegar, 1-4 cup cold water, 
1-2 cup boiling water, 1-3 cup sugar, 
1 teaspoon salt, 3-4 cup diced celery, 
1 cup cooked peas, 1 cup shredded 
cabbage, 2 tablespoons lemon juice, 
1-2 4 shredded carrots, mayonnaise. 

With a little gelatine and a few 
left-over vegetables, you can do mar- 
velous things. Soak gelatine in cold 
water five minutes and dissolve in 
boiling water. Add vinegar, lemon 
juice, salt and vegetables and mix 
thoroughly. 

Turn into a ring mold which has 
been dipped in cold water. Chill. Re- 
move from mold to salad plate. Fill 
center with crisp lettuce and serve 
with mayonnaise. Thin slices of 
cooked meats may be arranged round 
the jelly. 

Vegetable rings are very colorful 
and attractive for serving at a buffet 
supper, passed on a large plate or 
silver dish. : 

Stuffed Prune Salad. 

Eighteen large prunes, 1-4 cup chop- 
ped nuts or coconut, peanut butter. 
mayonnaise. 

Soak prunes in cold water over 
night. Dry with a soft cloth. Re- 
move pit and fill centers with the 
peanut butter. Make nests of crisp 
lettuce and use three prunes for each 
serving. Sprinkle with chopped nuts 
and serve with mayonnaise. 

Stuffed Celery Salad. 

Two cups American cheese (grated), 
1 bunch celery, mustard, paprika, 
French dressing. 

Moisten the grated cheese with 
mustard. Separate the stalks of the 
celery, wash and chill thoroughly. Fill 
celery stalks with cheese mixture and 
cut into one-inch lengths. Make nests 
of lettuce leaves and heap celery in 
the centers. Sprinkle with paprika 
and serve with French dressing. The 
celery may be stuffed with Roquefort 
or cream cheese, mashed to a paste 
with the mustard. 

Frozen Corn-and-Carrot Salad. 

One ard one-fourth cupfuls of sweet 
corn pulp. 1 ecupful of thin cream, 
eggs, beaten, 1-2 cupful of grated raw 
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parse eve, rubbing 
through all pulp — Scald 
the cream in a double boiler, pour 
over the beaten eggs, return to the 
boiler and cook for 3 minutes, or un- 
til the mixture coats the spoon. Blend 
the corn and cream mixtures and 
chill. Grate the carrots and add to 
the corn cream mixture. Add the sea- 
sonings and freeze for 6 hours in a 
mechanical refrigerator, or pack in 
salt and ice. One-half cupful of finely 
chopped almonds or 1+4 cupful of 
chopped pimiento may be substituted 
for the carrots.

Two tablespoonfuls of butter, 2

Graves said: “I’m sorry to hear it, 
and I hope it will not be accepted by 
the board.” 

“Dr. Denny has insisted that he 
would leave on July 1,” Judge Foster 
stated. “Of course, he would be glad 
if he would not leave. - The entire 
board feels that way about it.” 

The Alabama president gave. his 
health as the reason for retiring, the 
judge said. 

Successors Suggesteé. 

Over 100 names have been brought 
forward as possible successors to the 
veteran prexy, Foster revealed, but he 
declined to mention any of them. 

The university executive committee 
will meet here Saturday to consider 
the resignation apd possible recommen- 
dation of a successor. On Monday 
the board of trustees will convene. 

In a “home-coming” address on the 
university campus last fall, Dr. Denny 
—affectionately known as “Mike” by 
thousands of students and alumni— 
stated he always would remain an Ala- 
bama citizen. It was understood here 
he planned to spend summers at & 
home on the country club property 
near Lexington, Va., and return to 
Tuscaloosa for the winters. 

Native of Virginia. | 

Dr. Denny is a native of Virginia. 
He was born in Hanover county De- 
cember 3, 1870, the son of a Pres- 
byterian minister. 

In 1912 he became president of the 
University of Alabama, after serving 
as head of Wasbington and Lee and 
Hampden-Sydney College. He found 
bere four classroom buildings and 400 
atudents. Now there are 4, men 
and 1,000 women students, and 16 ma- 
jor buildings. : 

Dr. Denny is closely associated with 
the fame of the Alabama Crimson 
Tide on the football field. He was an 
avid fan and wherever the Tide played 
the prexy could be seen on the play- 
ers’ Leach—vaftlog his pipe. 

A year ago a report went abroad 
that he would retire, students demon- 
strated at mass meeting in protest.

ATHENS, Ga., May 21.—(4)—Rap- 
id headway in the application of soil 
erosion control methods in Georgia 
was announced today by L. E. Rast, 
state co-ordinator. 

Areas on which control practices 
are demonstrated total 238,726 acres 
and 1,804 farmers, whose lands aggre- 
gate 123,165 acres, are co-operating 
with the soil conservation service in 
checking erosion. 

“Since the beginning of erosion 
control work in Georgia two years 


ago,” said Rast, “the soil conservation 
service has made rapid headway in 


‘the application of various practices to 


control and prevent loss of soil from 
washing.” 

Initial control work began in May, 
1934, on the Sandy Creek watershed 
near Athens. Four additional demon- 
stration areas located near Americus, 
Rome, Gainesville nad LaGrange, were 
developed later. 

To stabilize ~ullies more than 4,500,- 
000 square yards of banks have been 
sloped and treated with vegetation. 
Approximately 8,000,000 trees have 
been planted to utilize soils too erod- 
ed for the production of other crops. 

Nine CCC camps are assigned to 
the Soil Conservation Service in Geor- 
gia. These camp workers are doing 
erosion control work near Athens, 
Villa Rica, Washington, Sparta, Bu- 
ford, Stevens Pottery, Lumpkin, Buena 
Vista and Monticello.

Institute Head Sayedudustry 
Crippled by Voiding of 
NRA, Guffey Bill. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., May 21.—(UP) 
The clearly defined line of demarca- 
tion drawn through ranks of business- 
men on federal attempts to regulate 
industry was emphasized today before 
the 36th annual convention of the 
Georgia Cotton Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, 

Dr. Claudius T. Murchison, of New 
York, president of the Cotton Textile 
Institute, appeared before the conven- 
tion to point out that invalidation of 
the NRA and Guffey coal acts had 
“closed one avenue of assistance” to 
the textile industry. 

A few minutes’ earlier, however, 
John ©, Gall, of Washington, asso- 
ciate counsel of the National Associg- 
tion of Manufacturers, had rejoiced in 
invalidation of the Guffey act and 
NRA, 

“The supreme court rulings seem to 
indicate,” he said, “that by next Jan- 
uary the Wagner labor act also will 
be nullified as unconstitutional. 

“If Jet alone, business will work out 
its own problems as it has in the 
past.” 

Murchison, as spokesman for the gi- 
gantic textile industry, whose pay rolls 
support millions of Americans, refer- 
red to the recent supreme court ruling 
in light of its effect on the textile 
trade, 

“Progress made in our industry un- 


der the code standards must be fought 


for if it is to be retained,” he said. “In 
this connection, the invalidation of the 
NRA and the Guffey act has closed 
one avenue of assistance—that of fed- 
eral legislation.” 

J. H. Cheatham, of Griffin, presi- 
dent of the Georgia association, stress- 
ed the growing menace of Japanese 1m- 
ports as he delivered his annual re- 
port to the convention. 

“Japanese invasion of American 
business has grown in the cotton in- 
dustry from 58,000 square yards in 
1932 to 70,000,000 square yards in 
1936,” he said. 

He advocated federal development of 
a working agreement with Japan and 
other “low-wage” nations to restrict 
the importation of goods, calling on 
association members to bring pressure 
on their congréssmen for action. 

Mayor Thomas Gamble, in welcom- 
ing the convention here today, said 
domination of business by the govern- 
ment was bad, but lauded President 
Roosevelt for “having stirred the na- 
tional consciousness as no other Presi- 
dent has ever done.” 

Mavor Gamble urged the delegates 
to indorse a proposed cotton museum 
at the Greene homestead site, several 
miles above Savannah, where Eli 
Whitney invented the cotton gin.

Dr. Henry H. Sweets, retiring mod- 
erator, urged unity’ tonight in asta 
social, political and moral problems o 
the day. 

Preaching the opening sermon of 
the diamond jubilee assembly of the 
church, the Louisville, Ky., pastor 
said: 

“There is great disunion in the po- 
litical, industrial, social, moral and 
intellectual realms. There .is not 
such unity of message and purpose 
and plan of the churches as the cause 
and the times demand.” 

The southern churchmen, assembled 
from 19 states were to consider pro- 
posale to unite the northern and south- 
ern branches of the church, split in 
1861 during the War Between the 
States. It was here that the first 
general assembly of the southern 
branch was organized 75 years ago. 

Dr. Sweets urged application of spir- 
itual forces to current perplexities, 
deprecating the idea that most prob- 
lems are “‘material and political.” 

This generation, Dr. Sweets said, 
lives in a confused and distracted 
werld where many familiar institutions 
and ways of living are seriously in 
question. He said the very founda- 
tions of the social order are being 
assailed. 

“Lawlessness, greed, oppression, 
selfishness, envy, jealousy, hatred, fear 
— war threaten our civilization,” he 
said. 

He conceded many efforts are being 
made fo remedy conditions, such as 
“90 foundations of altruistie intent 
and purpose which have at their dis- 
posal more than $700,000,000.”’ 

The 300-odd pastors, elders and lay- 
men assembled here from the states in 
which the Presbyterian Church of 
the United States thrives, will be ad- 
dressed tomorrow night by Dr. Joseph 
A. Vance, of Detroit, modérator of the 
northern branch of the denomination. 

“Presbyterianism in America prior 
to 1861”—the year of the split—will 
be Dr. Vance’s theme. 

The assembly will have before it 
reports of several important commit- 
tees and proposals on various church 
and social problems. 

Considerable attefition was centered 
on the report on the ad interim com- 
mittee wn basis of salaries of pas- 
tors and home missionaries.

‘Straw Man’ Protects Real 
Property Owners From 
Litigation.

PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—(>)— 
A $35-a-week clerk told a committee 
of congress today he had signed $4U,- 
000,000 worth of bonds as “straw 
man.” 

The clerk, I. Clarence Pennington, 
of South Ardmore, acknowledged he 
had no “bank account, no automobile, 
no nothing,” which a bondholder could 


levy if he won a judgment. 

He said his signature protected the 
real property owner against suit.

Doctor’s Statement.

Sits Quietly. 


The retired California physician sat 
quietly for the most part during the 
morning as Sullivan introduced his 
evidence, but finally jumped up to say 
“this is all more or less soporific” and 
asked to be excused from listening*for 
a few minutes.

TOWNSEND HEADQUARTERS 
TO MOVE TO CHICAGO 

CHICAGO, May 21.—4)—The 
long-promised shift in the Townsend 
pension movement was started tonight 
with announcement that national heaa- 
quarters of the organization would be 
moved from Washington to Chicago 
on Monday. 


The entire eighth floor of a Michi- 
gan avenue building had been leased 
to house the headquarters, Regional 
Director J. B. Kiefer disclosed. 

Office records and équipment were 
being transferred from Washington by 
truck, and would arrive here Sunday, 
Kiefer said, adding: “We'll be open 
for business in Chicago Monday morn- 
ing. 

The shift was ordered in March by 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend, founder of 
the pension movement, as part of a re- 
organization following a split with his 
first lieutenant, Robert Clement, over 
legislative and other policies. 

The California physician who won 
a following of thousands by advocating 
a month pensions for the aged 
will not be in Chicago for the head- 
quarters transfer, Kiefer asserted. 

The regional director explained that 
Dr. Townsend had to complete his 
testimony before an investigating com- 
mittee of the United States senate. 

After the testimony is completed, 
Kiefer said Dr. ‘Townsend would prob- 
ably stay for some time in Baltimore, 
Md., taking an active part in the “‘vis- 
ual education department” of his or- 
ganization.

Lee Objects. 

“Mrs. Judd,” said Andrews, “had 
no more chance than any one of you 
jurors would have if walking home 
some night two men stuck .45 revol- 
vers in your back—” 

Lee leaped to his feet. 

“I object, your honor,” he said, “on 
the ground that the prosecution attor- 
ney’s argument is inflammatory. I be 
lieve it is sufficient grounds for the 
withdrawal of the jurors.”

The commission reported that about 
85 per cent of the operatives in the 
entire Japanese cotton textile indus- 
try are females, most of whom are 
between 14 and 18 years of: age. 

Men employed in cotton mills are 
mostly in ovcupations requiring special 
skill or strength. 

The young girls who constitute the 
bulk of the operatives in the cotton 
mills are recruited on contracts rang- 
ing from one to three years. 

Ww for Dowry. 

“In most cases the girls enter the 
factory to earn a marriage dowry or 
to secure a loan for their parents,” 
the report said. “Few serve more 
than one contract period, with the re- 
sult that the labor turnover is from 
40 to 60 per cent per year and the 
mills have a relatively small nucleus 
of permanent workers. 

“During recent years, with the main 
rural oceupations, farming and silk- 
cocoon production, unremunerative, the 
labor supply has been unusually plen 
tiful with the result that the cotton 
mills have been able to reduce the 


dormitories where they are under ¢con- 
trol of the management.”’ 


Applies to All. 


The tariff increases approved by 
President Roosevelt will apply equally 
to all foreign countries.

H. \ITALIANS ANNOUNCED 
ETHIOPIAN PLANS 


ROME, May 21.—(?)—Iltalian dis- 
patches from Harar, Ethiopia, tonight 
said the government of Italian Soma- 
liland soon will be transferred to Ha- 
rar, which would become the capi- 
tal of Somalia, Ogaden and Harar 
provinces of Italy’s African lands. 

(Harar, the second largest city in 
Ethiopia, was captured by General 
Rodolfo Graziani’s troops after Mar- 
shal Pietro Badoglio’s forces had en- 
tered Addis Ababa.) 

The Arab language and culture 
would be encouraged throughout the 
three provinces, substituting for the 
influence of the Shoan tribes, the 
accounts stated. 

Four hundred workmen were said 
to be preparing an airfield at Harar 
for prospective service connecting As- 
mara. Eritrea; Mogadiscio, Italian 
Somaliland, and Harar and Jijiga, 
Ethiopia.

Three would 
have been a better bid, considering 
that he first had opé@hed the bidding 
and then made a take-out double of 
two hearts. West’s penalty double of 
the final contract also was on the 
optimistic side. 

Now as to the analysis of the play. 

Whether the contract could have 
been made or not depended on how 
good a defensive player West was. 
One thing is certain. The declarer 
could have made matters “tough” for 
Mr. West. 

The opening’ lead of the diamond 
queen should have been taken in 


either hand (it didn’t mattcr) and 
two rounds of trumps led. Then, on 
the hope that West was out of 
trumps, the other high diamond should 
have been cashed and the third round 
led. West would have to win-and his 
next play would decide the fate of 
the contract. If he should lead hearts 
the declarer would be “home.” 

On the ace and queen of hearts 
leads declarer would win the latter 
and run off every trump, so that all 
hands would be reduced to _ three 
cards. Declarer’s would be the ten of 
heart; and the ace-queen of clubs. 
West would have to guard the club 
king (a card which his bid and pen- 
alty double marked him as holding) 
and would, therefore, be able to hold 
only the jack of hearts. Declarer 
then would throw him on lead with 


the heart and force him to lead from 
his club ':ing up to the major tenace. 

However, if West, when thrown on 
lead with the third round of dia- 
monds, should exit in clubs instead 
of hearts, the contract could not be 
made. Again declarer could come 
down to three cards, but his would 
be the K 10 7 of hearts, while West 


should hold the A Q of hearts and 
the kin; of clubs. Thus, a heart trick 
could not be won by declarer. 

The conclusion is that both declarer 
and his partner were wrong. There 
was no need to go down two tricks, 
nor was it possible to make the con- 
tract against the best defense,

Meats 
contain protein, which is used for 
growth and repair of tissues, but not 
ordinarily for energy. Laborers re- 
quire much more starch and sugar 
than other men, but more meat is not 
necessary. In fact, it has been dem- 
onstrated that people can live with- 
out any meat, and enjoy good health,

The Pequot Indians of Connecticut 
were leaders in the plan. They wanted 
the Narragansett and Wampanoag 
tribes to join them in a great attack. 
Since Williams had eo many friends 
among the Indians, it would have been 
easy to have his own little colony— 
but what of Boston, Salem and Plym- 
outh? 

Most of the rulers of those colonies 
had been harsh toward Williams. They 
had driven hin’ away in the cold of 
winter, What if he should now let 
them suffer their fate at the hands 
of thousands of warriors? 

In Roger Williams there wae no 
spirit of mean revenge, “More than 
that, he was willing to risk his life 
to save those who had been cruel to) 
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island. 

During the later years of his long 
life, Williams did little or no preach- 
ing. He earned his living largely by 
carrying on a fur trade with the In- 
dians. In the year 1644, during a visit 
in England, he obtained a charter 
from the government to cover the 
towns of Providence, Portsmouth and 
Newport. 

The little group of towns, and the 
land around them, later came to be . 
called “Rhode Island.”

Yates. Mr. Druary guarantees to have Mr. Yates stick- 
ing to one classification on each song and not sing 
tenor, bass and contralto on each one.

THE GOLF COURSE. 


The West Point golf course is presided over by Al Leacoy, 
as professional. Mr. Leacoy came here seven years ago to re- 
main for+three months.

Among these were Harvey Wallen- 
der, from Texas, and Eddie Daigle, 
of Loyola. Also Bobby Peckard, of 
Georgia, junior national A. A. N. 200- 
meter champion, will try for the 
Loyola sprinters record in that event. 


TOWNS SPECIAL, 


A great race was anticipated for the 
110-meter hurdles record of 14.5 set 
by George Fisher, tormerly of L. 8. 
U., and in which Forrest Towns, of 
Georgia, equalled the world record of 
14.1 in the Southeastern meet in 
Birmingham. 

These runners and their marks will 


_have on their heels the flashy Al 


Moreau, former L. S. U. ace who has 
done it in 14.2, and Johnny Morriss, 
former Southwestern, La., star. 

“Slats” Hardin, of L. 8S. U., will 
try to better his southern record of 
54 seconds for the 400 meters, while 
Ted O'Neil, of Texas, will compete 
against Wayne Rideout, of Alabama, 
for O'’Neil’s mark of 1:53.8 in the 
800-meter run. The Alabaman has 
been timed in 1:54. 

Billy Roy, of Loyola, will try to 
better his pole vault mark of 18 feet 
6 5-8 inches in competition with such 
vaulters as Arnold Bryan, of L. 8. U. 

SIDNEY BOWMAN. 

Competing against such entrants as 
Roland Romero, national champion, 
Sidney Bowman, of L. 8S. U., may bet- 
ter his hop, step and jump of 49 feet 
7 1-2 inches. 

The mighty Jack Torrance may not 
beat his shot-put of 53 feet of 3-8 
inches but he is in sRape for a big 
heave. 

Grover Hupple, from Florida, is en- 
tered in the junior and senior high 
hurdles and Stuart Snedeker, of 
Maryville, Tenn., is coming to run 
in the 5,000-meter heat. 

Because it is examination time the 
Louisiana State Southeastern con- 
ference champions will not enter as a 
04 but individual players will com- 
pete.

NEW YORK, May 21.—(4)—Base-

The trade, the largest deal since the 
start of the season, sends to the Na- 
tional league champions a pitcher 
rated as one of the best in the majors. 
It also returns Klein to the Philadel- 
phia ball park, where he gained his 
greatest reputation as a hitter. 

The acquisition of Davis is expected 
to strengthen the Cubs in their bid 
to repeat their 1985 parade to the 
championship. Pitching weakness has 
handicapped them severely so far this 
season. 

Davig has been in the majors only 
two years, having been drafted from 
San Francisco, of the Pacific Coast 
league, in 1933, but in that time near- 
ly every manager has at one time or 
another tried to arrange a deal for the 
Phillies’ ace. 

His first year up, the big 29-year-old 
Missourian won 19 games and lost 17 
while appearing in 51 games, the most 
in the National league. Last year he 
rang up 16 victories and dropped 14 
decisions. Each year the Phillies fin- 
ished seventh. Davis compiled an earn- 
ed run average of 2.96 in 1934 and 
3.66 last season. 

Klein had by far his best years with 
the Phillies, whom he joined in 1928, 
coming up from Fort Wayne, of the 
Central league.

Became Refractory.

“Blind Tom,” 
father, had established a snug fortune 
and had maintained in Kentucky a 
valuable racing stable. After his man- 
ager’s death, “Blind Tom” became re- 
fractory and declined to appear in 
— performances. Law suits were 
rought in his behalf, but the Bethune 
family successfully fought them, until 
finally the Virginia court decided mn 
the idiot was entitled to $70,000 of 
his earnings. 

After leaving the stage Tom re- 
lapsed into stupid idiocy. For a time 
he became lost to the world, but later 
it. was announced that he was living 
with his mother in New York city 
and that the two were subsisting on 
charity. Finally, in 1904, after he 
had been almost forgotten. he reap- 
peared upon the stage in New York 
city, giving several concerts with much 
of his old-time vigor. 

Reported Dead Nine Times. 

This uncanny phenomenon seemed 
to possess the feline characteristic of 
having nine lives. He was reported 
as having died at least that number of 
times. nce it was announced that 
he had succumbed to consumption, 
again that he had jumped off a bridge 
in St. Louis and had committed sui- 
cide; afso that he had been killed near 
Cincinnati and that he had _ been 
drowned in a flood in Pennsylvania. 

At last, in 1912, came what was 
heralded as “positively his last ap- 

earance”’ in the death notices. On 
une 13 of that year a negro dying 
in Hoboken was alleged to be “Blind 
Tom,” but upon the burial certifi- 
cate his name was given as Thomas 
Wiggins, although during his pro- 
fessional career he had been known 
as Thomas Bethune. One account 
published at the time stated that he 
had spent his last days subsisting on 
charity and another that he had been 
eared for during his declining years 
by the widow of his former master. 

Baffled Psychologists. 

“Blind Tom” was a sphinx riddle 
to psychologists all over the world. 
None of them could ever fathom his 

phenomena. Proably there will never 
> an explanation of the remarkable 
freak of nature which gave the black 
idiot his mastery over the world of 
sound.
